Miss Burdett Coutts, at Over Three 
Score, Marries the Youthful 


The Long-Promised Wedding at Last 
Consummated—The Income and 
Charities of Miss Coutts. 


— 


LONDON, February 12.— Baroness Burdett- 
Contts and Wm. L. Ashmead Bartlett were 
married this morning at Christ Church. 


THE CEREMONY. 

The marriage ceremony was performed by 
the Rev. W. Cardill, assisted by the Rev. 
eee ees Chaplain of the Savoy Chapel 
Royal. None but the nearest relatives and 
most intimate friends of the parties were pres- 
ent. Mr. Lacita acted as best man. Sir Faan- 
cis Burdett, the head of the family, gave 
away the bride. The wedding party 
was afterwards entertained at the residence 
of Mrs. Trevannion, the eldest sister of the 
bride, whose health prevented her presence in 
the church. The Baroness looked remarkably 
well, Previous to the marriage, Mr. Bartlett, 
in accordance with the Duehess of St. Alban’s 
will assume the name jof Burdett-Coutts be- 
fore his own surname. He and his wife leave 
. for the seat of Admiral Gordon 
n Kent. 


THE BARONESS’ INCOME. 

This morning will, itis said, deprive Lady 
Burdett Coutts of a great part of her income 
leaving her with but £10,000 a year. Previous 
to her marriage herincome was almost en- 
tirely derived from her connection with 
Coutts’ Bank, and having been always char- 
itably disposed she has put by comparatively 
little. Her inheritance of £100,000 from a 
brother was due to an accident. He died in- 
testate. His sisters therefore, took out letters 
of administration. On investigation it was 
discovered that he had about £90,- 


000 at his bank and above £200,000 
in bank- notes which were hid away iy differ- 
ent drawers in his house. She was never, it 
would appear, a partner in Coutts’ Bank. XA 
share in thé profits was placed in the hands 
of trustees by the Duchess of St. A bans, and 
the annual proceeds went to Lady Burdett 
Coutts during her lifetime. Thisis her sole 
connection with that celebrated establishment. 
This share Was some years £100,000 and sel- 
dom under £60,000. The Baroness is now six- 
ty-three years of age. In addition toa thou- 
sand and one miscellaneous contributions 
to public and private charities, she erect- 
ed and endowed at her own sole cost the 
chureh of St. Stephens, Westminster. She 
did a similar act for the city of Carlisle. At 
an outlay of $250,000 she endowed the three 
colonial bishopries of Adelaide, Cape Town 
and British Columbia. Sir Henry Turner’s 
topographical survey of Jerusalem was paid 
for out of her purse. She established a 
„Home“ and means of reform for fallen 
women. In Spitalfields she has sewing 
schoejs and other means of industrial educa- 
tion and occupation for poor adult women, 
128 also provided with food. In 1859 she 


ti out hu of destitute beys for the 
Rach al avn first testing their fitmess: and 
character in schools and in a well-managed 
shoe-black brigade. The East London Weav- 
ers’ Aid Association, which did a great deal of 
good at a critieal time, was the result of her 
wise forethought.

PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE. 


A Historic Washington Thoroughfare— 
Some Grand Parades. 
Howard Caroll in New York Times. 

In May, 1865, the greatest procession of 
citizen soldiery the world has ever known 
moved fortwo days in solid columns down 
Pennsylvania avenue. Even now residents of 
Washington speak of the great military review 
of the armies of the Potomac and of the West, 
us the grandest sight they ever expecc to wit- 
ness or hear of. The review is not memorable 
because of incidents which occurred in con- 
nection with it. Still, there were a few oc- 
currences Which it may now be interesting to 
recall. 

When Gen. Sherman first appeared to his 
soldiers on the morning of the review he was 
on horseback at the foot of the incline known 
us Capitol Hill. Two columns were bearing 
toward the avenue—one directly from Vir- 
ginia, across the long bridge, and the other by 
a roundabout way fromſthe north ofſthe main 
street. The two columns, meeting, recognized 
their commander and imediately loud shouts 
of 

„There's Sherman!“ 

There's Sherman! 
came from all sides. 

Flushed with victory, and delighted by the 
prospect of a reunion with wives, children, 
sweethearts and friends, from whom they had 
so long been separated, the veterans forgot 
their discipline. The voice of command from 
Officers who had led them through many a 
hard-fought field was powerless to check 
them. @he “Steady men! steady!’’ from the 
colonels of the regiments had no longer any 
effect. Pell-mell they broke ranks, and with 
many « **iHurrah, and three cheers for Sher- 
man,“ thronged around their general; and 
he, for a moment so affected by the scene that 
he could not control himself, was almost 
pulled from his horse as he cried out in bro— 
hen tones: 

‘Thanks, boys; [hope you are well.“ It 
was fully half an hour before the columns re— 
formed and the procession moved on. 

Later inthe day Sherman displayed another 
side of his character. At the grand reviewing 
stand Andrew Johnson, who had become 
President by the death of Lincoln, sat sur- 
rounded by all the officers of his Cabinet, The 
man Who had led the march to the sea rode 
up to receive the official thanks of the nation. 
The President held out his hand to him. IIe 
- grasped it warmly, as he did that of all the 
Cabinet officers except one. Secretary Stan- 
ton, among the rest held out his hand. Gen. 
eee turned his back and refused to greet 
um. 

Still another incident in connection with the 
great review oceurred during the march 
through the city of the army of the Potomac. 
Custer, the cavalry leader, Was 
riding at the head of his men 
down the avenue, the recipient of 
cheers Which seemed to never end. ‘“Cus- 
ter!“ “Custer!” “Hurrah for Custer!“ was 
shouted from a thousand throats. The young 
commander took off his cap to make his ac- 
knowledgments, when some fair admirer 
threw from a window a heavy wreath of 
flowers. This he caught upon his arm. The 
motion frightened his fiery horse. The ani- 
malreared high in the air. The General’s cap 
fell from his hands. His sabre was dashed to the 
1 andthe horse rushed off at a mad 

allop. 

e My God! He will be killed!“ was exclaim- 
ed by a dozen spectators in a breath. 

They did not know Custer. Still clutchin 
the wreath, he never forgot to guide his mad 
steed. He was unable to check its career, but 
he firmly kept his seat, and after the animal 
had exhausted itself by a mad rage of nearly a 
mile, the rider brought it undef control and 
rode quietly back to his command, amid the 
renewed applause af those who witnessed his 
wonderful horseman ship., 

During that ever-memorable review it is 
known that scores of thousands of men who 
had smelledjpowder and often|heard the whizz 
of bullets merched over Pennsvlvania avenue, 
led Wy Sherman, Thomas, Howard, Logan, 
Slocum, Woods, Hancock and the rest whom 
they had learned to honor and obey; and 
among them all it is still to be recalled that 
the man whom they cheered the loudest and 
admired the most was silent, calm and ever- 
ready Ulysses S. Grant. 

During recent vears there have been three 
memorable parades upon Pennsylvania ave- 
nue—two of these in celebration of the inaug- 
uration of Ulysses S. Grant as President, and 
one to commemorate the installation of R. B. 
Hayes into the Chief Magistracy. Naturally 
enough, having but a short time before pass- 
edthrough a civil war, the people expected 
much military display atthe inauguration of 
their great military captain into his high civil 
office. They were not disappointed. Eight 
grand divisions of military and civil organiza- 
tions aided in the first inauguration of Pres- 
ident Grant. First came the silent soldier 
himself in an open carriage, accompanied by 
Gen. Rawlins; then Vice-President Colfax, 
with Admiral Bailey; following these the 
members of the General’s staff, in glittering 
uniform; then the committees of Congress. 
The stately procession passed through many 
companies of troops, who stood with “pro- 
sent arms.“ The first division of the proces- 
sion consisted of regular troops, the second of 
volunteers, among the rest, two regiments of 
negroes: third, high civil officers of the Gov- 
ernment, foreign ministers and Grant and 
Colfax clectors; fourth, Republican political 
associations; fifth, Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Un- 
ion, and the sixth, seventh and eighth, various 
military organizations. At his second inuug— 
uration Gen. Grant was accompanied by a, 
cavalcade equally imposing. On that day 
too, the cadets from the military and nava 
academies were in the procession, as was also 
the Fifth Regiment of New York, which, 
though — late because of the delay of 
trains, attracted by its peculiar German uni- 
formuch attention. Despite the intense cold 
the President rode to the capitol in an open 
barouche, accompanied hy Senators Logan, 
Cragin and Bayard. It is hardly necessary to 
state that the inaugural addresses upon both 
occasions were at least business-like and to 
the point. 

President Hayes’ induction into office is of 
such recent date that it need not now be de- 
scribed at any r length. The ceremonies 
were witnesse by a crowd variously estimat- 
ed from 50,000 to 70,000 people. Many milita- 
ry and civil organizations marched in the pro- 
cession, and among those who went in the 
runks over Pennsylvania avenue to do honor 
to the administration and the party which it 
represented were Gov. Hartranft, of Penn- 
sylvania, and many others of equal distine- 
tion. 

Tne inaugural procession which will pass 
over the avenue on the 4th of next month to 
celebrate the advent into office of the next Re- 
ae President, James A. Garfield, prom- 

ses to be the grandest of the kind vet known. 
The old avenue is at many 7 to be decor- 
ated with arches; flags and banners will wave 
across it from many houses, and military or- 
ganizations from all

Stephens was yung, 
he recollects that along the great Wash n 
street distinguished members of Congress had 
their rooms above the stores which occupied 
each side of it. In those days the avenue was 
at one time paved with thick black mud, and 
at another covered with great clouds of dust. 
Subsequentiy rough cobble-stones took the 
place of the earth road-bed, then, thanks to 
the energy of such menas Gov. Shepherd and 
Haliett Kilbourn, the street was smoothly 
paved with wood, and now a thick coating of 
solid aspha't, which wears well in this climate, 
makes it one of the best paved boulevards in 
the world. 

Within the past fifty vears many notable 
characters have appeared on Pennsylvania av- 
enue. On the south side of the street, in one 
of the quaint, sloping-roofed houses which 
are still to be seen atintervals upon it there 
is to this day an old colored man famous as a 
concocter of whisky punches who recalls that 
in the same place a generation ago he made 
the sume sort of drink, for whic . he is now 
famous, for Clay, Webster and their contem- 
poraries. Tradition has it that, standing in 
front of this snug drinking place one day, 
Clay and Webster were discussing, as they 
sometimes did, public affairs in an amicable 
spirit. While they were doing so adrove of 
hogs came by mo¥ing toward the south. 

Noticing them Clay, witha sly chuckle, 
said to hts associate: eel 

“Ah, Webster, here comes some of your, 
constituents.“ | 

„es,“ replied Webster without moving a 
muscle, “they are moving south, Mr. Clay, to 
teach your constituents manners.” 

The tradition goes no further,but those who 
knew the characteristics of these two gentle- 
men shrewdly guess that after this sally they 
retired into the ‘‘suuggery” to take one of its 
famous whisky punches. 

Upon Pennsylvania avenue almost any day 

during the winter may be seen most of the 
men distinguished in the politics of this coun- 
try. It is the habit of all the people in Wash- 
ington to walk on the avenue during the 
hours from 4 to 5:30 or 6 o’clockin the even- 
ing. ; 
The other day Ulysses S. Grant, silent and 
modest as ever, walked along the street he 
knew so well. Roscoe Conkling, also, is one 
one of the familiar figures upon it. John II. 
Starin, the millionaire congressman of New 
York, whase contributions to the last eam- 
paign amounted to $40,000, walks over its 
pavements as modest as does the unknown 
member who has yet his fortune to make. 

It is not yet time to write the history of 
Pennsylvania avenue. Whenthe time comes 
it will be found that the traditions and the 
memories which hover around it are most 
closely associated with the recollections ol 
Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, Taylor, 
Thad Stevens, Webster, Clay, Douglas, Sew- 
ard, Lincoln and all the other great men 
known in this country. It is indeed a histor- 
ical avenue. It may well be called the“ Prom- 
enade of Statesmen.”’ 


WHOLESALE COOKING. 


A Piece of Good News for Dissatisfied 
Housekeepers. 
From the New York Conrier. 

It is a common thing for people who desire 
to shun the grosser cares of housekeeping to 
take “table: board,’’ as the phrase goes, in 
some neighboring boarding house. In this 
way the cost of hiring a cook and keeping up 
akitchen, andthe trouble of marketing are 
got rid of, and vet something of the form, if 
not the substance, of a nome is preserved. In 
New York,where house rent is dear, and house- 
keeping only possible for — with fair in- 
comes, a new device has been employed for 
securing the comforts of home eating with- 
outits cares. Caterers have gone into the 
business of furnishing warm meals to cus- 
tomersin their rooms ataregularly weekly 
charge. To a reporter inquiring as to the 
rates of the trade one of them said: The low- 
est price is $7 per week for each person, 
two mealsaday. This includes at least two 
kinds of meat, or poultry, entrees and dessert 
for dinner, with frequent change in the bill of 
fare. Ifa lunch is required we serve that 
with the other meals for #8 per week.” Special 
dishes such as game or any other delicacy that 
the market affords will be supplied as extras. 
The meals are put intin vessels heated with 
lamps and may be sent by street car or ele- 
vated railroad to any part of the city, and 
sometimes a servant accompanies the meal to 
wait on the table and remove the dishes. A 
caterer sums up the advantages of the sys- 
tem iu this way: There is economy in fire, in 
labor and above all in the services of a skillful 
cook. Few families can afford to k2ep a good 
cook, The experience required to make a 
skillful cook can only be gained by opportun- 
ities to cook a great variety of 
food. This opportunity is not af- 
forded in small families. Often 
the maid-of-all-work does the cooking. This 
brings to mind the old adage that the jack-of- 
all-trades is master of none. If a woman is to 
be a good cook, she cannot waste hertime on 
washing and ironing or general housework. 
You might as well puta carpenter to mak- 
ing a watch as to put a general housework 
girl.to cooking. She only spoils your food. 
Cooking is just as much atrade as any other 
occupation, and sensible persons are beginning 
to find that out. If you cannot afford to get it 
done at home, you may afford to employ a 
caterer Who makes his or her living by serving 
others of as good taste as yourself.” It is sai 
that there are some peoplein New York who 
spend 45 a week on this kind of eating. In 
Buffalo, where the poorest families have a 
house to themselves, even though it be a littie 
better than a shanty, the shifts to which 
metropolitan folks are obliged to resort seem 
very strange. 


Edwin Booth at Home.

Very youthful in appearance, in fact almost 
in proportion as young looking as Mr. Hare, 
whose resemblance to him is remarkable, Mr. 
Booth is yet in his tenth lustre ; but, allowance 
being made for nervous wear and tear,is in 
manner, gait, and speech, a voung man.

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A Florida Paradise for Invalids—The 
Cigar In dustry. 
Dry Tortugas Letter tothe Troy Times. 


Key West is the largest city in Florida, and 
before the war was one of the loveliest places 
‘in America. Now, however, all is changed. 
The old residents left at the beginning of the 
war, and the troops and influx of strangers 
soon despoiled the streets of their beauty. 
Cuban refugees flocked over,but they brought 
a valuable industry with them, and the nu- 
merous 222 send out annually Done 
se e exports a few years ago amoun 
12 $1,000 000; 5100, 00 of this being the 
proceeds of the 8 trade. Small schoon- 
ers. from ten to twenty tons burden, are em- 
loyed forthis. They are much the shape of 
halt an egg, and as flat as is consistent with 
due re to sailing qualities. These ves- 
sels lie at anchor in the channels, 
while the spongers push their small boats 
over the flats to gather the sponge. In some 
places they dive for it and in shoal water 
rrapple them. The specimens are very heavy, 
being loaded with water and the jelly-like an- 
imal matter. They are buried in the sand of 
the beaches until the matter is decomposed, 
when they are washed and carried to Key 
West,collected upon strings of convenient 
length and placed in the sun. That portion 
of the city called Conchtown is the principal 
depository, where the yards and fences are 
covered with them. These Conches are the 
decendants of the original Bahamians and 
are a tall, thin, yellow-haired people, even the 
young men looking old. Most. of these are 
wreckers and turtlers, and the huge turtle- 
crawls on the north side of the island belong 
tothem. Many of them are not averse to eat- 
ing the white meat of the great Conch strom- 
bus, and from this they have probably derived 
their name. ä 

The wrecking vessels are usually small 
schooners, much like our pilot boats, owned 
frequently by companies who fit them out, and 
divide the profits with those concerned. Ves- 
sels consort with others and a systemof Sig- 
nals is used. They anchor within sight of each 
other along the reef and readilv exchange sig- 
nals when a wreck is seen. So promptly do 
vhese vessels come to the rescue,they are 
likened to the condor that swoops down upon 
his prey; but the valuable aid to life aud 

roperty rendered by the wreckers of the 

‘lorida reef should be a subject of more just 
appreciation. Good men and true, most of 
them; they are average men, not pirates.

This 
delightful, equal temperature is the great and 
valuable point to be considered by the invalid 
who determines to “go south” for health. 
Many have had occasion to be thankful for the 
manifest comfort and extension of life gained 
by leaving the rude winds of the North for the 
genial air ofthe extreme South. To com- 
pare Key West with Havana, we would say 
that every season finds disappointed invalids 
returning from the latter city for want of the 
ordinary comforts of home. The city is too 
close and noisy, and too Spanish. Key West 
would be a paradise forthe richor invalid, 
were there better accommodations. A good 
hotel onthe higher part of the island would 
be a godsend to those who seek health or 
pleasure along the Florida reef. 


How to Tell Diphtheria. 
From the New York Sun. 


The prevalance of diphtheria has created 
alarm in the minds of parents that is not war- 
ranjed by the facts. Physicians in private 
practice as well as in public employ say that 
almost every ailment noticed in a child is 
tuken for diphtheria, and that diphtheria 
treatment is often hastily administered by 
anxious parents in innocent cases of cold. 
There are frequent calls at the Board of 
Health for a circular intended for free dis- 
tribution, and which contains instructions as 
to whatshould be done when diphtheria en- 
ters a household. An employe of the Board 
of Health says that the most important part 
of this circular is its description of the early 
symptoms of the disease. Give heed,’’ he 
says in his interpretation of this part of the 
circular, “the moment you observe signs in 
your child of unwonted weakness, 
fatigue, or physical debility, 
particularly if it is accompanied with a little 
fever. Makethe child frequently open its 
mouth, so that you can observe its throat. It 
is in the throat that the lay observer will first 
discover-any certain signs of diphtheria. 
Never mind how red or how much inflamed 
the throat appears. That does not indicate 
the disease. ut the instant you see a white 
spot and detect a bad odor run for a doctor. 
The white spot will grow. Other white spots 
will appear, and eventually they will run to- 
gether in great blotches if the disease is not 
checked. The time to summon: medical as- 
sistance is before these spots run together. 
Prayers were offered in many Roman Catho- 
lic churches on Friday for protection against 
diphtheria. The person who desired to guard 
himself against it by the efficacy of religion 
would kneel at the feet of a priest and hold 
two lighted candles crossed against his throat, 
the flames rising at the sides of his face.

These candles had been 
blessed at the feast of the purification on the 
Candles were held against the 
throats of child ren by their parents.

The flood attained its greatest height at 
noon to-dax, and since that time it has been 
receding, Tt is said to be the greatest flood 
that ever visited the city. There Rave been 
storms and floods that have done a great deal 
more damage, but none sofaras remembered 
where the water rose so high. The sufferme 
is confined almost entirely to the poor people 
who reside in the rear portions of the city. In 
many streets the water is waist deep, and the 
people either live inthe upper stories, or have 
sought reſuge in other portions of the city, 
The inundation of the city at the present time 
has not been caused by the breaking of the 
levees aud the crush of ‘water, as is generally 
supposed, but by the levees not being suffi- 
ciently high to prevent their overflowing 
during such a heavy rainfall and 
strong wind as we have just 
had. Tn former wind storms New Orleans has 
experienced the levees have been broken and 
the city has been to some extent flooded, 
notably on October 3, 1871. People living in 
portions of the city that are never overflowed 
will scarcely credit the fact that the protection 
levees were actually under water during the 
last few days, but it isneverthelesstrue. The 
so-called protection levees are seldom if ever 
repaired. The constant travel on them, com- 
bined with the action of the elements, wear 
them rapidly away. The Melpomene drain- 
ing machine began working last night and 
this morning a scarcely poeple current 
was settling out for the re of town, showing 
that there Was a slight fall. Information was 
received at the city hall that the lower protec- 
tion levee had caved in, and .doubtles¥ 
this is what caused the ‘rise apparent 
during Thursday morning in the streets of 
the Second and Third districts. In the rear 
of Carrollton the overflow extends to Sixth 
street, beyond which all the lands are sub- 
merged. This section is drained by the Dub- 
lin avenuę machine, which thus far has not 
been able to work on account of the back wa- 
ter. The bridge spanning the Rroad str®et ca- 
nal at the intersection of Orleans street, was 
washed away and now lies at the corner of 
Duniane and Broad streets. The planking in 
many places on the Dumane bridge across 
Broad street canal has been washed away. 
The scene in the submerged districts to-day 
was pitiable and at times interesting. Boats 
and rafts of ail kinds were pushing about in 
all directions, carrying people toand from 
their homes, gathering up property and con- 
veying relief to the suffering. The re- 
lief committee is doing all that can 
be done to relieve the distress. The 
members report that the suffering is terrible. 
A large amount of money has been subscribed 
and cooked provisions are distributed in boats 
from house to house. Ofcourse there are a 
good many interesting incidents connected 
with the flood, but no lives have been lost and 
there have been few 71 on account 
of the gradual rise of the water fora display o 
personal heroism or for hair-breadth escapes. 
As already telegraphed, there are apprehen- 
sions of an overflow from the river. e bank 
of the river at the head of Sanislos street is re- 
ported by Capt. O’ Neil, of the Fifth ‘Precinct, 
as having caved in to witbin five feet of the 
street. The danger is imminent, as 
the river is on the rise, and ‘early 
steps should be taken to repair this breach, 
otherwise a flood beside which the pres- 
ent would be insignificant would occur. Sarah 
Bernhardt was out in her carriage to-day and 
yesterday, viewing the flood. She drove 
through some of the noted streets, where the 
water almost reached the bottom of the car- 
riage, and in one or two instan“es relieved dis- 
tress which came under her notice by givin 
money. It is probable now that the Hoock wi 
subside in two or three days, but it will bea 
week or more before the streets in the over- 
flowed district will be passable. As already 
telegraphed the Times, it is impossible to es- 
timate the damage that has been done. The 
flood rose gradually, and therefore houses 
were not undermined or swept away. A great 
dealof stock and poultry was drowned. An 
immense amount of furniture is ruined. 
Bridges across the canals are destroyed, and 
a great many houses rendered untenable for 
the present.

The convulsions thus far have not been vio-

of the body. But it is expected that if one of 
the convulsions does not end her life they will 
gradually wear her out, so that. she will die-of 
tion. Last evening the physicians re- 
carded her¢ondition as worse than on Tues- 
day night. Her pulse was higher, varying lit- 
tle from 120 beats per minute, while respira- 
tion was very slow. Theinjections of curare 
are given every two or three hours. 

As the child can swallow nothing, she is 
nourished artificially. Yesterday she craved 
Water, but knowing that it would give her a 
convulsion she repressed her desire for it, and 
only once or twice asked for it. Ice in a small 
bag was put into her mouth, and as she could 
not see the Water thus taken, no convulsions 
followed. Sometimes froth issued from her 
mouth. 

The first symptom of hydrophobia mani- 
fested itself on Monday night. The child 
choked in her sleep, and upon being awak- 
ened said her throat was sore, and she felt 
something heavy on her chest. On Tuesday 
morning she could not swallow coffee. Every 
time an effort was made she choked. Soon she 
became nervous and feverish, and Dr. H 1 
upon seeing her, said at once that she had hy- 
drophobia. 

Charlie Lee, who is ten years old, just one 
year older than his sister Minnie, and who was 
bitten by the same dog, was taken to a neigh- 
bor’s house yesterday. His school teacher 
Mr. Day, said last evening that he had noticed 
that the boy had been very nervous since he 
was bitten. Other teachers in the school had 
also observed it. The physicians hardly ex- 

ect that Charlie will escape his sister’s fate.

the morning the boy, in tying to drink, 
choked just as Minnie did on uesday. It was 
thought last evening that in a few hours he 
would also be prostrated by the disease.

Tribute tothe Rare and Noble Qualities of 
the Dead Lieutenant. 


Letter of Capt. Nowlan of the Regular Army. 
FORT TOTTEN, D. T., February 2, 1881. 
Mr. Chas. Gibson, Lafayette Park, St. Louis, 
Mo. 


DEAR Str—It was with sincere sorrow and re- 
gret I just read an account of the death of your 
son, my Lieutenant. My fgendship for him 
longs to express its loss, and to offer to those 
more closely allied to him, the last tribute I can 
render to his memory. 

Though associated with your son for but little 
over a year, yet in that short time he had en- 
deared himself to me, and won my respect and 
admiration, by his high personal character, 
and honorable, @upright manhood. Always 
genial and unselfish, without a blot to mar the 
purity of his character, he won the admiration 
and respect, not only of his brother officers, 
but also of the soldiers who served under him. 
Ever ready and willing to encounter the dan- 
gers of his profession, and as anxious to learn 
and fit himself for duties, as he was enthusias- 
tic in their performance, and had his life been 


spared his high qualities, which in so short a 


time had already gained the esteem and res- 
pect of all who knew him, must have won him 
distinction. As aninstance of his devotion to 
duty, I had remarked, for some time previous 
to his leaving Camp Houston, last fall, that he 
appeared to be losing strength, and had several 
times advised him to callin the Surgeon with a 
view to obtaining a sick-leave, but on each oc- 
casion he declined, saying he preferred to re- 
main as long as possible in the field, and it was 
not until his physical weakness became so ap- 
parent that he could no longer conceal it, that 
he would admit that he was unfit for duty, and 
even then Ihad to call the attention of the 
Surgeon to his condition myself, before he 
could be induced to apply for leave. My own 
association with him was intimate and pleas- 
ant, for I soon learned to admire his manly 
character, and sterling good qualities; and I 
can truthfully say of him, what can be said of 
so few others, that he successfully resisted all 
evil associations and temptations, which sur- 
royd young men away from the influence of 
home and family. 

Sincerely sympathizing in your great sorrow,

Tbe sale extended over several hours under 

all the disadvantages of a snow storm, but the 

attendance was nevertheless very large. 


Disappointed Exporters. 

With the breaking up of the ice and freeing 
of the river, grain dealers have been getting 
ready for a heavy movement of grain, both-to 
and from this market. The barge companies

After hearin the 
vice-president’s statement of what had been 
done, the Governor said he had no fault to 
find with his action, but expressed the earn- 
est wish that harmony might be restored, and 
the Commissioners would pull together. Mr. 
Boland came away entirely satisfied with the 
conference. 

Towards evening John D. Finney visited the 
Governor and had quite a long talk. He rep- 
resented =e Mr. Boland’s action was creating 
a good deal Of talk in St. Louis, and stirring 
up some violent opposition. For himself, he 
wanted to know just how matters stood, 
and to know if Mr. Boland had the .endorse- 
ment of the Governor in his arbitrary actions. 
The Governor listened, made several in- 
quiries, and then said he had not interfered 
with the details of police management and 
had no present intention of sodoing. He had 
appointed Messrs. Boland and Kinkead as 
men competent to fill the position of commis- 
sioners. If the Board had elected Mr. Boland 
Vice-President he certainly had a right to ex- 
ercise the powers and duties of the position. 
This much the Governor would say while 
wishing to be distincttly understood as 
not interfering with or influencing the 
commissioners in any way. He repeated to 
Mr. Finney that he earnestly hoped the com- 
missioners would work together harmonious- 
lv. Mr. Finney wanted to know whether the 
Governor had any preferences in regard to Mr. 
Stanton. If so there would be no further op- 
position to his appéintment as superintendent 
of the maunted stables. The Governor re- 
fused to be drawn out any further, simply 
saying that he had nothing to do with Mr. 
Stanton’s appointment and had nothing to say 
about it.

The City of Toledo Overflowed Five 
Feet of Water on the Streots.

Immense Damage—10,000 People Re- 
ceiving Assistance in New Orleans. 


TOLEDO, February 12.—The excitement in 
the city this morning, consequent upon the 


„ flood, is intense. The sky is overcast by dull, 


leaden-colored clouds, and to add to the dis- 
<omforts of the situation a new storm set in 

about 9 o’clock. The streets have been crowd- 
with people since daybreak, and those 

lending to the river are crowded to the 
water’s edge. In Water street the water is 
fully five feet deep, and rushes through 
at n fearful rate. The contents of 
the lumber yards up the river 
seem to have been emptied into the thorough- 
fare and great masses of the debris are float- 
ine down. At 3 o’clock a. m. the wind veered 
to the southwest and assisted the movement 
of the ice now in the river. A few minutes 
later a gorge was formed just opposite Bailey’s 

ship yard. This held firmly until 6 o’clock a. 

m. when it broke and the Ice again resumed 

its journey 10 the lake. At first its progress 

Fus slow but with every minute it increased 

until at 6:00 it was moving at the 

vate of six or seven miles per hour. Fifteen 
minutes laterthe westerly span of the Union 

Railroad bridge and the old wooden bridge, 

located just below near the Lake Shore Rail- 

road bridge, came out and was swept down 
ata high rate of speed, throwing the draw on 
the Cherry sirect bridge and spinning it 
around. Later it passed through the opening 
inthe Pennsylvania Railaoad bridge without 
damgging that structure further, and when 
lust seen wus still going toward the lake. 

About co) the wind from, the 
southeast increased considerably caus— 
ing the water to rise rapidly. At nine 
o’clock another gorge was formed just abreast 
the city,and at ten o’clock a. m. remained sta- 
tionary. In consequence of this the water has 
risen still higher on Summit street. Between 
Monroe and Perry there is from one to two 
fect of water. The basements of the whole- 
Sale stores are all full of water, and many 
large stocks will be completely ruined. The 
four schooners which went down the rive. 
have not been heard from, but messengers 
on horseback have been dispatched to see if 
tidings of them can be obtained. 

LATER, 

Messengers just returned from down the 
river report that the schooners Mediterranean, 
Dunford, M. Stalker and Atmosphere fast in 
the gorge about three miles below the city. 
Two men, Who were on board the Stalker. 
escaped tothe shore by walking on the ice. 
Capt. Jennings, who was on board the schoon- 
er, has not been heard from as vet. He is 
possibly safe. The little steamer Emerald is 
reported 1 having sunk early 
this morning. The schooner C. Benson has 
uso been sunk, she was valued at $15,000 and 
was owned by Capt. Duffy. She had a cargo 
6f 15,000 bushels of wheat valued at $15,000- 
The Mediterranean had 17.000 bushels wheat 
aboard. The Dunford 19,000, the Stalker 
15,000 and the Atmosphere 17,500. The total 


Valuation $73,000, The insurance 
distributed among the following

When the water recedes the greatest delay to 
the resumption of traffic will be in clearing 
the debrisfrom the middle ground and the 
tracks, Which will require an immense amount 
of labor. The tirst floor of the general office 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern is 
three feet under water. The tracks and 
bridges of this line cast and west are report- 
allright. General Superintendent Paine, of 
the L. 8. and M. S., is on the ground giving 
his whole attentiou to the interests of the 
company. 


Washington Flooded. 

WASHINGTON, February 12.—The ice in 
Washington harbor began breaking up early 
this morning, and the water 
rose rapidly. At 1 ‘o’clock to-day 
there was about fivejfeetjof water around the 
Baltimore and Potomac Railroad depot and 
the lower portions of hotels in Pennsylvania 
avenue, between Third and Seventh streets, 
are flooded. There is about three feet 
of water over the ground floor of 
the Washington Market and about the same 
depth around Ford’s Opera-house. It is re- 
orted that the Virginia side of the long bridge 
ms given away, but the report can not be 
substantiated, as it is impossible to reach the 
baidge owing to the extreme depth of the 
water overthe lower parts of the city. Penn- 
svivania avenue, from First to Seventh streets 
and from Eighth to Tenth streets, is a sheet 
of water and all the cellars anda number of 
first floors on either side of the street 
are submerged. The lower portion of the 
census oftice in which the records were stored 


commenced loading this morning, 
but the Fire Department were 
called upon and succeeded 


in keeping the water down until the docu- 
ment of most importance were aremoved. 
Great damage is reported along the wharves 
in Georgetown. A later 1:30 p. m. report 
just received from Long Bridge is to the effect 
that the water and ice rushing over 
the entire length of the causeway, and that 
the side railings are being carried away, but 
no immediate danger of the piers giving way 
is anticipated. 


The Storm in the. Northwest. 

CutcaGo, February 12.—The snow storm is 
general in the northwest and has lasted from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours according to 
the locality. It has been very heavy, 
however, in all places heard 
from, and has served to delay trains, stop 
street cars, clog telegraph wires, and greatly 
interfere with general business. The weather 


is rather mild, and the snow very heavy, and 
in many points becomes slush when it 
reaches the ground.

Something For Republicans to Howl 
About- How Cabell Stole Brady’s

of voters in St. Louis, is in the hands of the 
State Printer. There will be lonz prolonged 
howl fromthe Republican politicians when 
the provisions are known. It places the ap- 
pointment of the Recorder with 


the Governor, and not only relieves the officer 
from municipal influences but makes him na 
higer man“ than the mayor. He appoints 
his twenty-eight deputies to tate registration 
in the several wards during 
specified periods. He appoints the board 
‘ol_revisors and these revisors afterwards 
act as a board of appeals. The whole ma- 
chinery is vested in the Recorder and he is 
free from responsibility to the city govern- 
ment. It has been part of theRepublican thun- 
derthat when they ‘got a Mayor in 
oftice they would get even on the registration 
of voters and the revision of thé lists. This

THE GENTLE ZEPHYRS. 


A Snow Storm of Unusual Virulence 
at Hand. 


—_ ae 


Why the Signal Service Can Not Talk 
About the Weather. 


A Cold Wave En Route from the Arctic 
Cirele. 


Somebody of a poetical temperament, Jobn 
Burroughs, probably, went into extacies and 
print over the intense intellectual pleasure 
derived from getting upinthe morning and 
finding mother earth wrapped in a snowy 
mantle of purity, with the white fleecy 
covering and effacing and making beautiful the 
ugly winter ground. The experiment was 
tried in St. Louis this morning, but somehow 
it did not seem to go, from the reports now 
in. the intellectual gratification derived 
from six inches of snow by the average St. 
Louisan is outweighed and lost 
under a consciousnes of leaky 
boots and inefficient street cars. The matuti- 
nal buckwheat and the early coffee were as- 
similated, butthe sense of coming trouble 
made them indigestible, and it was with a 
sense of heaviness and coming trouble that 
the suburban citizen buckled on his overshoes 
and buttoned up his ulster as a preface to the 
arctic trip into the city. The weather was not 
cold, but there is sometbing in the human 


overcoat collar Which refrigerates snow 
before sending it on voyages 
of discovery Gown the human back. The 


snow fell uninterruptedly in heavy driving 
fakes slantivelv down the wind on every Side, 
ond seeking out every corner and crevice into 
whieh it could drift. Most of the street car 
lines anticipated trouble and doubled up 
their teams at once; the streets were very 
heavy and four horses had all they could do 
to pull the heavy loads put uponthem. Doub- 
ling the teams of course left just half the cars 


in service, and the bad weather drove every 
body especially those who usuaily 
walk down town into the cars 


thus loading them much beyond their ordina- 
rv amount of travel. The wretched street 
cur service of St. Louis alwaxs makes a pain- 
fal exhibition of its inefficiency under stress 
of weather. The companies keep themselves 
closely to the ordinary demand of trade, and 
whenever an extra occasion makes an extra 
drauit upon them, they find themselves almost 
unable to honor it. In the expressive verbiage 
of the national game, four inches of snow 
brings them to“ a show-down” every time. 
This was the case upon every line. 
The Fifth street cars have been running 
upon their historical associations, and a couple 
ot lines of rust along the roadway, and as the 
snow covered both of these a trip over the 
line had all the breezy sinnousness of aico- 
holie exhilaration. The distance was much 
increased and the time lengthened by the dif- 
ficulty the cars found in getting around each 
other, andif the snow continues it will be 
necessary to establish switches along the 
route. Most oithe attaches of the Missouri 
Railroad Company overslept themselves this 
morning, and it was some time before 
the cars cot out and running. 
Of course all the car lines did the best they 
could under the circumstances but this 
weather was too much for them. 
AT THE UNION DEPOT. 

This Was 2 morning to appreciate the archi- 
tectural unfitness of the alleced Union Depoi. 
The sheds seemed to act like flues for the 
storm and in the limits of the depot there was 
a whirlwind which blinded people, drifted 
snow all over the platforms and into the cars. 
A gang of shovelers Was kept at work all the 


morning but they might as well have waved 
their scoops in the wind. It seemed as 
if al! the snow in the neigh- 
borhood was being concentrated under 
those sheds. People whose business took 
them to Twelfth and Poplar streets this 


morning, appreciated more than ever before 
the disgraceful apology for a depot. Under 
ordinary conditions of weather the con- 
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tracted, reeking waiting-rooms are not enter— 


ed save by the lower classes of travelers. This 
morning the storm forced the usual crowd on 
the platforms into the rooms. They were 
thronged, and the atmosphere was burdened 
with sickening odor. The effects of the storm 
were very perceptible on the bulletin board. 
Oniy three of the morning trains were “on 
time.“ The trunk lines all reported late“ 
from one to nine hours. 

Inquiry at the Signal Service Office proved 
that the St. Louis station was in possession of 
very little data concerning the storm. It 
seems that the observer here is only furnished 
With information from close Western points. 


Considering the importance of the St. 
Louis station the meagre de- 
tails furnished by the department 


are better than none atall probably, but are 
certainly not what the city has a right to ex- 
pect. Ifafuller report were issued to this 
station it would be easy forthe sergeant in 
charge to answer the constant inquiries made 
by merchants and shippers, which now go 

ractically unanswered. Mr. Weber does all 
n his power to keep the parties interested in- 
formed of the weather, but it is unreasonable 
to expect him to do more than the 
service will permit him to do. The com- 
plaint on ’Change is very properly directed 
ueainst the Washington office and it is quite 
likely that some concerted action wlll be taken 
by the mercantile community to secure ful- 
ler reports for the St. Louis station. When 
the big rise was coming down the river last 
week the Signal Service office was besieged by 


steamboatmen anxious to learn 
something of the coming gorge, but 
the oftice could give no details. 


Constant reports ought to be received now 
from stations on the Mississippi where the ice 
is breaking, but there is no provision for these 
reports,and the shipping in the river will 
have to take its chances as usual. 

The present storm is a general one throuch- 
out the upper valley, as will be seen by the 
figures below. The snow fall has 
been ver great and wide spread. 
At Cairo, 4.5 inches fell; at Chicago, 10.9; at 
Cincinnati. 4.4; at Davenport, 12.2; at Fort 
Gibson, 5; at Indianapolis, 5.4: at eokuk. 
1.3; at La Crosse, 1.2; at Leavenworth, 7.4: at 
Louisville, 4; at Memphis, 5; at Nashville, 
3; at Pittsburg, 3.6; at Springfield, III., 19.8; 
at St. Louis, 5. A great number of western 
points report wires down and consequently 
no news. The storm center is 
this morning in the neighborhood of 
Chicago 
direction, where it will probably pass out over 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, as most of these 
storms do. An area of high barometer is 
coming in from the extreme Northwest, bring- 
ing in with it the iced breezes of the Hudson 
Bay Company’s territory and British Colum- 
bia; itis now in Dakota, and is heading straight 
for St. Louis where low thermometer will be 
the order of the day, and alluring discounts 
will no longer be offered upon overcoats and 
overshoes. 

In this connection it is weil to note that

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POLICE RELIEF. 


The New System to be Adopted by the 
Department. 


The police force will shortly have a relief 
system that will surpass any in the country. 
In Eastern cities, where there are extensive 
police departments, and especially in New 
York City, their modes are objectionable and 


imperfeet. If the new system proposed for the 
St. Louis department is adopted, the credit be- 
longs to Patrolman Morris Fitzgerald, the pop- 
ular officer of Central District, who has been 
working since 1874 for a change froin the pres- 
ent. A bill authorizing the St. Louis police 
force to organize and be incorporated as are- 
lief association is at Jefferson City now. For 
many years St. Louis has had the poorest 
plans of relief, the assessments being made 
without regard to the salarv received. This 
following is an outline of the new plan which 
is almost poe | original, being a vast im- 
provement on all of the systems after which it 
is patterned.. It is proposed to select a board 
of directors to consist of two patrolmen from 
each district to be chosen from each platoon 
and by the members, four sergeants to be 
elect ed by the sergeants, one from the Chief’s 
staff and one captain to be elected by the cap- 
tains. The assessment will be 11-3 per cent 
of the salary of cach member of the associa- 
tion. This will make the Chief’s assessment 
about #4, the captains’ , the sergeants’ $1 33, 
the patrolmen’s $1 and the turnkeys and offl- 
cers not on full pay 80 cents. Special legisla- 
tion allowing the patrolmen witness fees in all 
courts will be asked. At present they receive 
fees in the Court of Criminal Correction only 
in those cases when the defendants pay 
costs in the cases. An endeavor will be 
made to secure legislation that will give the 
police fees in all cases to be paid by the city 
when the defendant defaults. The proceeds 
of sale of all unclaimed stolen property and 
the percentage of special rewards will fa be 
turned into the association’s treasury. All 
the money now on hand and derived from 
monthly dues will be turned over. From 
these sources the revenue will amount to 
nearly $20,000 per annum. The association 
will electa president, vice-president, treas- 


urer and secretary, the two latter 
officers to be bonded in a 
sum in proportion with thetr trust. In each 


police district there will be a committee on 
sick to consist of two directors from the dis- 
trict. The families of deceased officers are to 
receive $1,000. Officers physically disabled by 
wounds received and sickness contracted on 
dutw will be retired on half pay. Superannu- 
ated officers, and those who have served for 
twenty years will be retired on half pay. This,

From the Nineteenth Centary. 

Emigration, which since 1848 has been one 
of the great features of modern Germany, is a 
revolutionary movement; for the men who go 
are chiefiv of the moderately wealthy middle 
class. They leave, but they do net return. 
Thev and their children remain to strengthen 
and enrich the Republic bevond the Atlaatic, 
where conscription is unknown, right of 
meeting unfettered, and Junkerdom abhor- 
red. The memory of the Fatherland remains, 
but it is a memory only, not 4 living anxiety 
to return to help on its progress or to en- 
hance its prosperity. But this exodus has 
been chiefiv of the middle class, and the mil- 
lions who have gone have but accentuated the 
difference between the toiling many and the 
bureaucratic, aristocratic, and military few 
who oppress them—have too left an almost 
iniparsable gap between the wealthy landlord 
and the small owner or laborer, between the 
hand-to-mouth workman and the capitalist 
class.

suitable for such; as pulleys,rowing machines, 
clubs, dumb bells, etc., besides a hand ball 
alley. At most any time during the day, es- 
pecially at noon and in the afternoon between 
3 and 6 p. m., are to be found many clerks and 
business men taking their exercise at the 
gymnasium, teaving it stimulated and invig- 
erated. Our society, in addition to being for 
the use of the members at all times, 
emploved a first-ciass teacher, 
on Mondays and Thursdays 
we have class exereise on the same plan as the 
Turners. We have just organized a _ bovs’ 
class and would have a girls’ class had .we the 
right to have our hall held exclusive at anv 
one time. When we have a larger building, 
with a separate hall, we willthen have a girls’ 
class, it being our object to do all that is pos- 


sible for physical culture for the 
public good and without a view 
to Profit. You will see our 


society possesses for its members all the gym- 
nastic advantages that the Turners’ have, | 
having equally as mueh and as good apparatus | 
as they, and our instructor, Prof. Albert 
Neusche is equal to any teacher in the coun- 
trv.

Above all things, voung map, alo not start 

_ with a-diseased, old mare, a hope to raise 
sound, profitable colts. You may breed her 
to the best thorough bred stallion in the land 
and the chances are that the foal will inherit 
the temperament and weakness of the dam. 
Let the dam be sound, of good size, good dis- 
position and of color, and you have an animal 
that may bear vou valuable colts. You will 
need a dow too. Do not buy an inferior one 
because she HK cheap. She will eat as much 
2s.a,goodone. What a cow eats is her chief 
vost. If she eats little and only gives milk 
enough to pay for that little, she is notso 
profitable as tbe cow which can eat twice as 
much and pay for double as much as she eats. 
This cow is to be the foundation on which vou 
are'to build upaherd. You will raise the 
heifer calves and perhaps the bull calves. If 
they are good stock, they will pay you well 
fer care and feed. If poor scrubs, your care 
and feed will be lost. The more of such ani- 
mals vou rue the poorer you will be, and the 
greater nuisance you and your stock will be 
inthe neighborhood. It will not pay you to 
buy an interior cow, atany price. vour 
father-in-law sends such a cow asa gift for 
your wife, we pity you, poor fellow. You have 
a burden for the rest of your natural life, a 
double burdeh—poor kine, and miserable kin. 

Now we come tothe next necessity—vigs. 
Take the advice of one who has tried it, and 

buy a strictly first-class brood sow, and breed 
her to none otherthan strictly first-class stock, 
and give her and her offspring good care, and 
you will have in your pigs the most protitable 
Stock en the farm. If, however, you buy any- 
thing that is cheap, and give them little or no 
care, you will have another public nuisance, 
end a private loss. Handle strictly first-class 
pigs or none, and give them the best of care. 

Remember the reply of the Irish tenant, 
when asked why he gave the pig the best part 
of his dwelling replied, ‘**Whby shouldu’t !? 
He is the gintleman what pays the rint.“'“ We 
don’t advise you to bring the pig into the pir— 
lor, but don’t neglect him. Make him com- 
fortable and happy and he will pay you well. 

If you buy any sheep, don’t buy inferior 
ones because they are cheap. Buy only the 
best. We began by buying the choice six out 
of the best flock of 160 ewes in our county. 
We sold enough choice lambs for breeders the 
first year to more than pay for the six ewes, 
We had two ewe lambs and the year’sclip be- 
sides. Our annual lamb sales have always ex- 
weeded the original purchase money. And 
we have always bred to pure bucks. Our 
elip has usually averaged about four dollars 
per sheep. We have taken pride in the im- 
provement of our flock, and the profits have 
not diminished our pleasure in the business. 
If you have place for sheep, begin with a few 
goud ones, aud you may soon have about a 
flock that is as good as the best. In whatever 

branch of farming you work, do not be satis- 
fied until you have excelled. Set up a high 
standard, and work for it. Inferior work on 
the farm, as well as in the factory, will not 
bring success, FARMER B. 
VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS. 

There are a number of good practices which 
farmers might be induced to adopt if ovca- 
sionally reminded of them. Among them we 
give the following: 

Copper wire and copper straps are often 
very convenient and of much use in repairing 
tools, doors, grates and parts of buildings. 
Copper wire is about as easily handled as 
twine, andis more unyielding and durable. 
Its flexibility gives it great advantage over 
iron wire, and it does not rust. Copper straps 
for nailing are better than leather on one 
band and hoop iron on the other. Copper 
tacks are good for mending old harness, as 
they are easily clenched. 

vide boxes or shelves with apartments, 
‘and place in appropriate divisions, distinctly 
marked, all refuse |screws, nails, bolts, rivets, 
staples, tacks, etc., and replenish them as 
needed by purchases at hardware stores, pro- 
euring all the kinds and sizes you ever want. 
Such things always at hand, costing perhaps 
but a few cents, may save you dollars in time 
when repair is needed ata busy time and la- 
borers are waiting. j 

Teach every person in your employ, as wel] 
as yourself, always to put every tool back in 
its place as soon as done with, no matter how 
om ahurry he may be in. Better spare 

alfa minute now.in doing so than for vou to 
hunt half an hour with ateam or man wait- 
ing. We know men who waste whole days in 
the aggregate in hunting for misplaced tools, 
and in asking eight or ten different persons on 
the place where they are. 

Keep your cellar properly and well drained: 
allow no decaying matter init: prohibit the 
throwing of slops in puddles atthe back door 
and never allow sink pipes to become chocked 
orto omitfoul air. Much of the sickness in 
the country is caused by such bad air. : 

Keep all the hinges and latebes about the 
house oiled, to prevent wear and squeaking.

GIVE CS DRAFT HORSES. 


Our draft horses of the West as a rule are 
not what they should be, and now that so 
many ef our prominent men are turning their 
attention to improving their cattle would it 
mot be a good plan to examine into this horse 
matter a little. We know that many of the 
emigrants to the West, especially to Kansas, 
were in very moderate circumstances and 
could ill afford to improve at the start, but 
now after several years of abundant crops 
they certainly ought to be enough ahead to 


| commence improving the quality of their 


work horses. Go to any horse market and 
what do you find, either fancy driving horses 
or plugs, not a single draft horse like the old 
Bell teams of Virginia and the Connestogas 
of Pennsylvania to be found. There are some 
few enterprising men who have imported 
Clydesdale and Norman-Percheron stallions 
to this section, but we have not as yet been 
able to notice the marked improvement we 
have a right to expect. The reason is that 
the farmers breed their mares to some trot- 
ting stallion, with the fond hope of getting a 
Dexter, a Rarus or a Goldsmith Maid, but, 
alas! they all turn out the same, which, when 
put on the market, is either a plug, or, in 
rare cases, a fancy driving horse; not whatis 
most needed, a No.1 driving horse. Some of 
ou turn your attention to breeding good, 
eavy,team horses fit for transfer teams, 
heavy farm work, anything that requires 
weight and power, and we will guarantee that 
they will remunerate you far better than 
breeding fancy stock. 
THRESHING BY STEAM. 


Most of the wheat of California is threshed 
by steam, and much of itonthe day when 
cut. The sickle is set on a level with the bot- 
tom of the lowest heads of grain, so as to take 
off no more of the straw than is necessary. 
From the platforin behind the sickle the grain 
is carried by an endless apron or elevator into 
a Wagon alongside the header, and this wagon 
relieved by another at short intervals, trans- 
ports the grain to the threshing-machine, 
which ix not infrequently moved to be near 
the heacer. 
after the cutting, the header wagons throw 
their loads into piles, very different from the 
stacks carefully built of sheaves in these 
climes, where rain is trequent in summer, and 
where the threshing may be delayed until late 
in the fall. 

The management of the steam threshing 
machine is usually the exclusive business of 
its owner during July, August and Septein- 
ber. If the machine is one of the ordinary 
size he expects to thresh about 1,660 bushels 
—10,000 pounds in a day; that is, if the crop 
is heavy and the circumstances favorable. He 
employs a dozen men, who are ordinarily 
boarded by the farmer, and he receives from 
five to eight cents per bushel for threshing. 
His total daily expenses may be $00, and the 
average gross receipts twice as much per day. 
He gets his pay on the basis of the weizht of 
the grain as sacked. 

Thethresher may have 3,000 invested in 
this machine, Wagons, horses and tools need- 
ed for traveling and working: and as he hires 


senson of threshing he must make a good 
protit. The business demands much skill in the 
control of machinery and men, and great care 
to prevent fires and accidents, so that the aver- 
age profit is not unreasonably large. 

LIME IN THE TEA-KETTLE., 

Every good housewife knows that an iron 
kettle used for heating water that holds lime 
in solution, will in a short time become coated 
With that substance. This being a poor con- 
ductor of heat, it will of course take a longer 
time to heat the water than when the kettle is 
new. Copper ortin vessels donot beeome 
coated with lime. The reason is that iron has 
an affinity for lime, which the other metals 
bave not. But this affinity can be overcome by 
coating the inner surface of the vessel with a 
compound of tannic acid and iron, which is 
soluble in water and will not precipitate lime. 
This is easily done. Take a new tea-kettle 
and puta hendiulof oak bark in to it, till it, 
With water and keep it boiling forthree or 
four hours, tilling it up from time to time as 
the water boiis away. The iron will get a jet 
black coat of taunate of iron and will be proof 
ugeinst lime. Care must be taken that the 
kettle does not boil dry and become heated to 
redness. A heat a little below that point will 
destroy the conting. Ifthe lime can be fully 
removed from an old ten-kettle it can be coat- 
ed in the same manner as a new one, but will 
require a longer time, and perhaps it will 
be necessary to repeat the boiling two or three 
times. 

A PAYING CROP, 

Of all the staple crops of the Ohio vallev for 
Io, none have given so great a profit as white 
Burley tobacco. Itstands in the lead of all 
farm crops. It is in greater demand than any 
other, and commands from $8 to¥l2 for com- 
mon, 517 to $20 for tine, and $20 to $22 per 100 
for extra crops.§Planters get from 1,000 to 25 
000 pounds per acre, and some have made over 
$200 per acre clear of cost of labor and mark- 
(ting. Of course th® lands which grow .the 
finest Burley crops are somewhat limited, but 
tests made last year show that the area suited 
to its growth is much more extended than has 
been heretofore believed. The seed of this 
variety is selling by the hundreds of pounds, 
und a large crop of it will be planted all 
through the tobacco-growing district. What 
effect the prospective large crop will have up- 
on values is a matter of conjecture, but deal- 
ers think it will command over $12 for good 
Tops, no matter how much is raised. The 
White-Burley tobacco is used by manufactors 
of both fine cut and plug. Good, rich red crops 
Fring the highest prices. We have given the 
method of its culture in these columns. 

DESTROYING CANADA THISTLES. 

(„C. Young in the Ohio Farmer, tells how to 
destroy Canaca thistles forall time,and as 
several inquiries have been made concerning 
the best method of eradicating them, we give 
it entire: 3

Troubles of a Swiss Colony. 
From the Nashville Amevican, February 2. 

A reporter of the American met Mayor 
Peter Staub, of Knoxville, at the Maxwell 
House last night and asked how the Swiss 
colony at Grueth were progressing. Ile said 
thatthere were sixty-five Swiss families in 
that town, who had been doing well,and there 
wus a bright prospect ahead of them but for 
the many suits whieh had been brought 
against them by various claimantstothe lands 
they have purchased and improved. The re- 
sult would be,if these persecutions were con- 
tinued, that the would have to abandon the 
lands, Which would go to waste and not be 
worth more than fiveor ten cents an acre, 
their original value. He regretted very much 
this state of affairs, because he had been in- 
strumental, as Consul för Switzerland, in 
bringing into Tennessee 1,200 Swiss people. 
Tennessee Was one of the tinest States in the 
Union, and its mountain lands, especially 
could be converted into garden spots, an 
those who settled upon them grow rich in 
their cultivation, but it conld not be done 
under the troubles which arose from the in- 
security of land titles which had prevailed at 
Gruetli. The colony had determined to stand 
by him in his effort to extricate them from 
its difficulties. He had spent a great deal out 
of his own pocket toward the payment of costs 
in lawsuits. The lands had been purchased 
and paid for, but the colony was not able to 
stand further drafts on its already almost ex- 
hausted funds. Six or eight families had left 
Gruetli within the past month on account of 
disputed land titles.
